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MOVING IN A BODY. 


Five of the Largest Wholesale 
Grocery Houses to Go Down 
to South Seventh Street 


Into a Mammoth Eight - Story 
Block to Be Erected by 
Samuel Cupples. 


The “ Post-Dispatch” Makes the 
First Announcement of the 
Big Change. 


The Alkire Grocer Co., James H. Brookmire 
& Co., the Goddard-Peck Grocery Co., 
the Adam Roth Grocery Co., and E. G. 
Scudder & Bro. to Occupy One Mammoth 
Block on the West Side of Seventh Street, 
Between Spruce and Poplar Streets—A 
Scheme of the Samuel Cupples Real Es- 
tate Association Which Was Very Quietly 
Worked, and Which Is Now Told for the 
First Time—The Samuel Cupples Estab- 
lishment to Occupya Store in the Same 
Block of Buildings—The Leases Signed in 
the Last Couple of Days, to Date From 
January 1, 1890—Interviews With Mr. 
Samuel Cupples and All the Parties to the 


Transaction — Descriptions of the New 


Buildings—Why the Move Is Made—The 
Planin Detail Published in Full by the 
**Post-Dispatch. ’’ 


Within the past couple of days five of the 
leading wholesale grocery houses of the city 
have signed leases which promise to entirely 
revolutionize the wholesale quarter of 
the city. They are to leave Main and 
Second streets, where they bave for 
years been located, and to occupy 
stores in a block to be erected for their special 
use on the west side of Seventh from Poplar 
to Spruce streets. It will probably bea year 
before they make the change. The project 
was planned and managed by Mr. R. 8. 
Brookings, vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Samuel Cupples Wooden Ware 
Co. This firm under the name of the Samuel 
Cupples Real Estate Co., owns the old market 
house property on South Seven street, 
where the new structure is to be erected. 
They purchased the place from the city sev- 
eral years ago and since that time it has been 
unoccupied, except that at the 
time the Cupples company used 
it as a warehouse. The Cupples 
Real Estate Co., kept buying property in 
that neighborhood, however, untilnow they 
own nearly everything between Spruce and 
Poplar streets from Seventh to Eleventh 
streets. They were convinced thatthe place 
could be made very valuable business prop- 
erty on account of the railroad facilities, as it 
lies right at the Union Depot 
and Missouri Pacific and Frisco freight 
yards. Sometime ago Mr. Brookings 
gotto work on plans for a large business 
block to occupy the old market site. He care- 
fully nursed his project and said nothing to 
anybody on thw subject until he had all his 


plans matured. Then he set about procuring 
tenants for the block. He determined to first 
draw the wholesale grocery trade to the new 
territory and with this idea in view endeay- 
ored only to secure houses in this business 
for his tenants. This was afew weeks ago. 
He visited the principal wholesale grocers 
of the city and explained to them his 
plans. He ointed ont to them the 
advantages 0 the proposed structures 
over their present location, and wanted them 
to take leases on the stores. The buildings in 
which he wanted themto take space are to 
front on Seventh streetand run from Spruce 
to Poplar streets, They are to be eight 
stories high and to be of brick and iron and 
thoroughly ftire-proof. As the are in- 
tended for very heavy business, the 
walls will be massive and the structures 
most substantial. The structures will cost 

750,000, and the contract for erection has 
already been let. Asige from the pubiic 
buildings it is one of the largest building con- 
tracts ever lethere. In the rear are to be 
warchouses for the use ofthe stores in front. 
The center of the structure will be a covered 
court into which railroad tracks will be 
run sothat the tenants canload and untoad 
their goods direct from the cars without any 
hauling by wagon whatever. This will be a 
big saving to them and is the principal advan- 
tage of the project. Then the stores will be 
far enough west to avoid the Isteep hill which 
runs from the Levee to Fourth streét and is so 
hard on teams. Wagons will only be neces- 
eary however, itis expected, to supply the 
local trade. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 

In the building to be erected there will de 
seven stores, all of which face on Seventh 
street. Five of these have already been 
leased to wholesale ocery firms, 
and the Samuel Cupples Woodenware Co. 
will occupy one, s0 that only one 
remains to be rented. The stores will havea 
uniform depth of 125 feet, and each is to be 
supplied with two elevators. The Samuel 
Cupples Co. will occupy the store at 
the corner of Seventh and Spruce streets, 
which will have a frontage of seventy-five 


feet.

preferred let Mr. Brookings do the talking. 
When he learned that the Post- DISPATCH knew 
much about the scheme he remarked: 
„Well, as Mr. Brookings informs me he has 
close 1 all his leases I guess there is no harm 
in my telling whatI know, for if you are go- 
ing to publish it anyhow it is best to get it 
correct. Mr. Brookings wasin here yester- 
day and I signed my tiease. He told 
me the other four firms who are 
to move to the building had already signed 
theirs. We all signed leases for five years 
each, as that was as long as he would grant 
them for. is —— as | understand it, is to 
rent the building to wholesale grocers 
only, and 0 ve firms already se- 
cured are all in that business. I am 
informed that a concern in another line 
of business endeavored to rent a store 
in the building, but he would not let them 
have it. Cupples’ own store will be the only 
one in the block which is nota wholesale 
grocery. Our leases read from the Ist of Jan- 
uary next year, butI have no idea that the 
building will actually be ready for us before 
about a year from now, that is 
about this time next year. When 
that building is occupied Ithink it is the in- 
tention to erect others in that neighborhood‘ 
as the Cupples company owns considerable 
real estate xaboutthere. Whether only whole- 
— Fr will be accomodated in the other 
buildings I do not know, but I think there will 
be all classes of wholesale trade represented. 
The property will be devoted exclusively, 
however, to tae wholesale business. As there 
are thirty-seven wholesale groceries in the 
city you can see that they could occupy a 
great many buildings, but all ot them could 
not be induced to move into them. It is 
merely a wholesale grocers’ move and will 
not have any effect, I should 
think, on any other line of business. 
Tne buildings down here are old and hardly 
strong enough for the heavy wholesale gro- 
cery business. Mr. Brookings promises to 
erect buildings adapted especially to our 
trade and so strong that they cannot 
be broken down by any weight we 
can put in them. Then we will have 
the railroad tracks right up to our back doors 
and they will be under cover, so that we can 
load and unload in all kinds of weather. 
Besides there willbe a warehouse in which 
we can put our goods in case we do 
not want to place them in our stores. The 
building is to be thoronghly fireproof. In 
supplying our local trade we will avoid this 
steep hill down bere, which is so wearing on 
horses. It will, of course, require a great 
deal of money to carry ont this Cupples 
project, but that tirm has it and their credit is 
simply unlimited.’’ 
JOSEPH W GODDARD 

said: ‘‘Ihaye no project contemplating re- 
moval. The project is that of R. 8. Brook- 
ings. He bas agreed to bulld a number of 
stores, and several wholesale grocery firms 
have agreed to occupy them.“ 

What is the reason of the move?“ 

There are several. In the first place where 
we are now situated we are remote from rall- 
way facilities, while the new location will give 
us direct freight communication. Then the 
nill that our teams have to ascend and descend 
is very steep, and hard on the teams. All 
these disadvantages will be avoided in the new 
locality. In addition we will have a flue, well- 
built structure, builtin the modern style, in

ave long been out of date, and were never 
designed to suit the style of business done 
nowadays.’’ 

JAMES H. BROOKMIRE

amounts to over $1,250,000 annually. 

he firm carries a stock valued 
at $250,000, and its assets are 
estimated at between $300,000 and $400,000. It 
has been in business at or near its present lo- 
cation fur the last thirty-five years. 
For many years the firm bore the 
name of Brookmire, Ranken & Scudder. 
Three years ago E. G. Scudder retired, and 
about eighteen months ago David Ranken 
withdrew. The present partners are James 
H. Brookmijre and A. G. Bauer. The private 
estate of Mr. Brookmire is estimated at $250,- 
000, and that of Mr. Bauer at over $100,000. 
The present frm dates from Jauuary 1, 1888. 

The Alkire Groce Co. is composed of 
Josiah Alkire, F. H. Bemis,W. D. Scott, A. E.

FOR TRIAL. 


A SUIT FOR INSURANCE AGAINST THE 
AMEBICAN LEGION OF HONOR. 


The Court of Appeals Sustains the Judgment 
Obtained by Judge Advocate McGarry 
Againat the Missouri Pacific Railway Co. 
for Malicious Prosecution—Other Cases 
of Interest Passed Upon To-Day—New 
Suits. 


Every assessment-paying member of a se- 
cret society will be interested in the decision 
rendered by the Court of Appeals this morn- 
ing in the case of Agnes Stewart against 
the Supreme Council American Legion 
of Honor. In October, 1883, Hugh Stewart, 
son of the plaintiff, Agnes Stewart, joined La- 
fayette Council, No. 392, American Legion of 
Honor, and made his certificate of $2,000 pay- 
able to his mother. He died in July, 1885, and 
claims were sent to the council, The council 
refused to pay the benefit on the grounds 
that Hugh Stewart was not in good 
standing when he died, that assessment 
No. 64, had been sent to him at his address on 
Lucas avenue, where several other assess- 
ments had been received by him, but he failed 
to pay up in forty days and was suspended. 
He lived four months after this suspension 
and though other calls and assessments were 
made on him he failed to pay them 
and did not ask to de reinstated. 
When Mrs. Agnes Stewart filed 
or tried to file proofs of her son’s death the 
Supreme Secretary told ber it was unneces- 
sary as he had been suspended before his 
death for not paying his assessments. Three 
years later, in 1888, she brought suit against 
the Legion. At the conclusion of the trial the 
defendant’s counsel asked the court to in- 
struct the jury as to the effect of the non-pay- 
ment of assessment No. 64, and the subsequent 
suspension but the court refused and told the 
ury to bring in a verdict for the plaintiff for 

2,000. The case was appeaied and in passing 
on it to-day Judges Riggs and Thompson said: 
Considering the law and the facts in evi- 
dence in this case we must conclude 
that the Court’s disregard of defeudant’s evi- 
dence was mauifesterror. We do not intend 
to decide as a matter of law, thatthe suspen- 
sion of Stewart was legally valid, or that 
the notice which was givento him of assess- 
ment No. 6 was timely, so as to base aright 
of suspension thereon. Nordo we intend to 
decide under the facts shown. Stewart asa 
matter of law waived personal notice. But 
we do decide thaton both of these questions 
there was evidence, which the defendant was 
entitled to have submitted to the jury. It re- 
sults that the judgment must be reversed and 
the cause remanded for further proceedings. 
The case was argued before a jury in Judge 
— * court by Louis A. Steber for Mrs. 
Agnes Stewart and George H. Shields for the 
American Legion.

For Malicious Prosecution. 


The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
judgment of the Circuit Court in tne famous 
case of Judge Advocate John J. McGarry 
against the Missouri Pacific Railroad Co. Me- 


Garry, it will be remembered, was arrested 
by Detective Furlong during the railroad 
strike of 1886, on the charge of ‘‘killing’’ a 
Missouri Pacific engine by dumping itina 
turn-table pit. He was locked up for several 
days, but his case was nollie prosequied by At- 
— aad Marshall McDonaid before he went to 
trial. 

He brought suit for $15,000 damages and the 
case was tried by jury in Judge Barclay’s 
court. Charles and John D. Johnson repre- 
sented MoGarry and Marshall McDonald the 
railroad. The jury brougbt in a verdict of 
$1,500 damages for McGarry for malicious pros- 
ecution and unwarranted incarceration. A 
motivun for a new trial was filed, but 
overruled, and the case went to the Court of 
Appeals on the technical law point that the 
Court did not allow sufficient evidence to be 
introduced by the defendant railroad and also 
gave improper instructions. All the judges 
on the Appeal bench concur in the opinion 
that sufficient evidence was allowed to be pro- 
duced by the railroad and that the Judge did 
not err lu giving the jn instructions. The 
judgment is aflirmed, and the railroad is in- 
debted to Judge Advocate John J. McGarry to 
the amount of $1,500.

„Little Lord Fauntileroy”—The Boston Or- 
chestra Concert—Other Attractions.

That is to say, Mrs. Burnett’s pretty story, 
which has furnished a model forall boys and 
an ideal for all mothers to dream over, 
**Little Lord Fauntleroy, was presented by 


a company under the management of Mr. T. 
H. French. 

This wonderful play, which like its predeces- 
sor, the — seems to have captured and 
bound the public as with bands of iron, must 
be approached delicately. It is a fragile sub- 
ject with the gentle winning nature, ways 
and affections ofa child for its substance and 
a mother’s love, hopes and aspirations for 
ites decorations. It is encrusted with delicate 
sentiment and filagreed with the dainty charm 
of innocent, prattiing childhood and the 
brooding devotion and star-lit illusions of 
fond motherhood. 

No wonder it is successful. It has an appeal 
for everyone. Thosein whom the maternal 
instinct is only a budding, scarce conscious 
aspiration, those who are mothers, those who 
bave been mothers, the fathers, grandfathers, 
the uncles, aunts, sisters, cousins and friends 
of mothers and fathers of cute and prattling 
youngsters and the children yieid to the influ. 
ence of the youngsters on the stage. 

It is impossible to get away from the charm 
of childhood and motherhood. There is no 
grasp on the heartstrings which is so subtie or 
so strong as that of little dimpled fingers and 
no picture which touches sensibilities like 
that of mother andchild. Mrs. Burnett has 
simply gresped a great fact of human nature 
and has placed it on the stage where its in- 
fluence can be felt strongest and to best finan- 
clal advantage. 

There is also in the play that world-old ro- 
mance of fortune suddenly acquired with 
power to make happiness with a word which 
aiways has a fascination in the work-a-day 
world, Unfortunately, too, there is some- 
thing of an appeal to snobbery and the 
worship of rank and title. It 
would be difficult to estimate exactly 
the influence on an audience of the fact 
that it is the Earl of Dorincourt who is melted 
by the boy hero and that it is Lord Fauntleroy 
who meits the Karl of Dorincourt. It is not to 
be doubted, however, that without titles and 
aristocratic privileges and surroundings 
neither would be such a deeply interesting 
personage to the American per: 

The truly good and beautiful in all respects 
physical attributes and 
fashionable, rich and becoming clothes—as 
Little Lord Fauntleroy is can hardly be sub- 
— to criticism. We must take this bit of 
i1uman perfection as the ideal of fond mother- 
hood and be thankful that the stage, if not 
the world, contains one such. Still, where 
every quality is good, where there is nothing 
except kindness, affection, charity, courtesy, 
muscularity and wonderful mental growth for 
one so young the human spectator longs at 
timesfora single visible sign of old Adam. 
As an unregenerate old gentieman put it, Lord 
Fauntleroy is very pretty and nice, but Peck’s 
Bad Boy is a plaguey 1 * naturaller. In the 
constunt attempt to iilustrate the essential 
goodness of the tittle Lord the taffy of perfec- 
tion becomes over sweet. 

The play isthe story adjusted to the stage 
with the salient dramatic points brought out 
and many things which cannot be broughtout, 
suggested. Itis a charming playin its way 
and received enthusiastic appreciation from 
the audience, The company presenting it 
must be credited with evenly excellent work. 
Fiossy Etbyijas Little Lord Fauntleroy was re- 
markably clever, doing her work with intel- 
ligence, grace and feeling which completely 
won the audience. Ihe entire cast was thor- 
oughly satisfactory.

The 
strings were particularly noticeable for the 
fineness of their work, the bowing of the 
violins being absolutely perfect. ft was a 
striking fact thatthe first leader of this now 
famous orchestra should have been one of 
the soloiste of the evening, for under 
M. Henschel's guidance was laid the founda- 
tions for the superb orchestra Mr. Gerilcke 
has rounded out. The latter’s departure will 
be a greatloss, and last night witnessed his 
final appearance in his present capacity. 
However, he will not be succeeded by an un- 
worthy successor, and the good work he has 
done, will be continued by Herr Nikisch, 
the present leader of the great orchestra 
of eipsic, so that St. Louis may atill 
have concerts as fine as that of lustnight.

The Ferry Scandal in Paris Revived—A Dis- 
graceful Scene—Probablie Failure of the 
Prosecution Against Boulanger — The 
Sugar Convention Bill—London’s Gam- 
bling Sensation—The Czar’s Ukase—For- 
eign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, May 14.—Yesterday afternoon the Rue 
Scribe was enlivened by a street fight between 
Mr. Clinton Ferry, the Tacoma millionaire‘ 
and M. Hippolyte Leclerc, the suave sales- 
man from the Louvre dry goods stores, whom 
he charges with having been on terms of too 
great intimacy with Mrs. Ferry. An agree- 
ment had been arrived at on Saturday last 
between the injured husband and his wife 


whereby it was arranged that the divorce 
should be asked for by the husband 
solely on the ground of incompatibil- 
ity of temper and that more serious charges 
should be dropped.

main in Mrs. fFerry’s charge for ten 
months of the year. The 1— ladies 
were waiting up stairs, whither Leclero * 
on sending them messages, asking them to 
come down as he wanted t speak to them. 
The young ladies became frightened and sent 
for their father, who was making a call at a 
neighboring hotel. On his arrival Mr. Ferry 
found his rival standing on the stairway of 
the lawyer’s office, with his young son Clin- 
ton in his arms. Mr. Ferry ordered the sales- 
man away, without effect, and there soon 
resulted an interesting contest between Pacif- 
ic slope boxing and the Parisian savatte. 

A LIVELY ROW.

While I was thinking of 
my centennial oration I bad a letter from 
him stating that he was in Washington and 
asking for assistance, I thought he might 
help me in gathering the data that I wanted in 
the Congressional Library and from other 
sources in Washington, which I could not find 
inthe booksIhad gathered. I told him I 
would compensate him for hie work. I have 
received nothing from him except a photo- 
graph of the ordnance of 1787 and a sketch of 
the life of Richard Henry Lee, which he want- 

publish in pamphlet form and 
my judgment on. went 
on and wrote my oration and informed 
him it was finished, whereupon I received an 
exorbitant bill from bim, he claiming that he 
was entitied to it for his work, although he 
had not sent me anything because 1 had 
stopped him with the information that my 
oration was finished before he had time to 
compile and digest his work. I refused to pay 
the bill, though on account of our old rela- 
tions I wrote him I was willingto compensate 
him for his mistake. He then wrote me that if 
I did not send him $1,500 by last Thursday he 
would try the case in the newspapers and sub- 
sequently in the courts. I concluded at once 
the best thing for metodo was to let him go 
ahead. 1 have received a letter since the 
threatening letter mentioned, in Which he in- 
forms me my oration wae a failure, but it I 
had waited for his material 1 could have pre- 
pared an oration which would have been 
memorabie and worth preserving.’’ 

Mr. Depew was not over pleased with the 
unpleasant controversy with his old school 
fellow, yet could not repress a chuckle 
at its ludicrous features. He says

to locate the grounds in the park and 
see to the erection of a shelter shed 
and stands. There is now only a small 
shed on the picnic grounds which in case of 
rain will onty shelter a few persons. The 
Board of Managers consider it necessary to 
erect a large shed, merely a roof, to keep off 
the rain, so that thechildren will not have 
cause to remember their excursions sorrow- 
fully by carrying home a cold. Mr. Neilson 
will report what can be done in this direction 
at the next meeting. 

The most difficultand laborious work con- 
nected with this undertaking, namely, the 
distribution of tickets, was commended tothe 
care of the experienced veteran, Mr. Morri- 
son. Mr. Morrison distributed the tickets for 
POST- DISPATCH Christmas tree, and the pub- 
lic bas seen how succesatully that 
work was done.

A SHOCKING RECORD. 

The Rev. CANON WILBERFORCE, a dis- 
tinguished olergyman of the Church of 
England, presents in the March number 
of the Contemporary Review a terrible cat- 
analogue of the sufferings inflicted on Ire- 
land by English misrule, and among 
other things says: | 

During the last fifty years, the reign of Queen 
Victoria, in spite of certain ameliorations 
wrung with difficulty from the British Parlia- 
ment, we have the horrible record, under the 
cold arithmetic of which lies hid an aggregate 
of agony indescribable: Died of famine, 
1,225,000; evicted by landlords, 8,668,000; mi- 
grated, 6,186,000; land gone out of tillage in 
the last twenty years, 100,000 acres; good land 
now waiting for reclamation, 1,500,000 acres. 


While a loyal and patriotic Englishman, 
one of the great lights of the Church of 
England, was arraying such historical 
facts as these, showing what torture and 
despair the English system of governing 
Ireland had inflicted on her people for 
hundreds of years past, the Parnell Com- 
mission was engaged for months in record- 
ing stories of Irish agrarian outrages and 
orimes by way of justifying that system. 
But all the stories gathered, with all 
the resources of the British Government 
actively employed in the work, muke, 
when summed up, but a trifling catalogue 
of ordinary crimes such as similar dis- 
tress and provocation would produce in 
any land. But if they had been a thou- 
sand times as numerous, and a thousand 
times as cruel and fatal to human life, 
they would not have been as atrocious 
and as disgraceful to humanity as the 
fruits of the English system in Ireland 
presented In the brief paragraph above 
quoted. In view of such a well authenti- 
cated statement of the facts of recent 
history, each outrage recorded before the 
Parnell Commission only adds another 
count to Canon WILBERFORCE’s terrible 
indictment of British misgovernment in 
the sister island. A Christian Govern- 
ment may cause more suffering and com- 
mit crueler crimes in the name of law 
and order and religion than savage indi- 
viduals or even frantic mobs. 
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DRUGGED BY WALL STREET. 


Col. JOSEPH MEDILL is again proclaim- 
ing that the time is ripe for a revolt 
against New Yorkism and Wall-street- 
eim.“ He thought so when the Repub- 
lican Convention met at Chicago last 
June, and he said everything he could to 
get up sucharevolt. He was evidently 
as thoroughly impressed then as he is now 
with the idea that the poison of Wall 
street avarice, plutocracy and corruption 
was withering the patriotism of the na- 
tion, and he then admonished the people, 
as loudly as. he does now, to get 
back the power stolen from them 
by juggling politicians, and to once 
more protect honest men from 
assassination by rogues in conventions, so 
that faithful public servants may again 
get nominations without having to bid for 
them against millionaire plutocrats. But 
after seeing the plutocrats run the con- 
vention, and the nomination of the party 
sold to Millionaire Morton of New York, 
Col. Mp found that the time was not 
ripe forthe desired revolt. In fact, he 
found that he was not ripe for revolt 
himself, and greatly pleased the pluto- 
crats with his submissiveness in taking 
their poison and in commending it to the 
lips of the Western people.

Tun news contained in to-day’s Post- 
Dispaton that six leading wholesale 
firms have contracted for quar- 
ters in the Mill Creek Valley, on the line 
of the railroads entering the city, may be 
taken as the inauguration of a movement 
which is wise and beneficial to the com- 
mercial interests of the city. Hitherto, 
wholesale business establishments have 
been located apparently without regard 
to transportation facilities, and with the 
result of adding great cost to the handling 
of merchandise. Considerations of con- 
venience, time and economy, all of which 
are of the utmost importance in com- 
meroe, urge the advisability of having 
manufacturing and wholesale establish- 
ments directly connected with transporta- 
tion hnes. 


In vetoing a bill providing the only ef- 
fective method yet devised by the wit of 
man for securing secrecy and independ- 
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**blocks-of-five’’ system by asking the : 
Legislature to pass another bill which 
provides for sworn statements of election 
expenses, forbids the use of pay envelopes 
and provides for unseating a member on 
proof of his having used corrupt means.

HILt would offer pounds of cure at 
that stage of the disease in which experi- 
ence has shown it to be incurable in a 
large majority of cases. 


THE report that Germany recognizes the 
inconsistency of urging the punishment 
of MaTaa¥Faon account of the killing of 
German marines, because BISMARCK has 
already fixed the responsibility for the 
unfortunate collision of Germans and 
Samoans upon Consul Knappsz, simplifies 
the problem before the Berlin Conference. 
The only question to be settled now is the 
regulation of foreign control in the 
islands, and the conciliatory tone of all 
the powers should make this an easy mat- 
ter. The prospective satisfactory and 
amicable outcome of a difficulty tnat 
threatened to cause serious disagreement 
and possibly war between Germany and 
America is occasion for congratulation.

How Our Export Trade Is Lost.

Before the sugar trust was organized this 
country’s export trade in refined sugars had 
risen to more than $10,000,000 a year, in spite 
of the competition of the beet root product of 
Europe. But the sugar refiners saw that 
more could be gained by combin ing agains 
American consumers behind the tariff, and as 
aresultthe export trade in refined sugars 
has been déstroyed. While refined sugars 
cannot come in over the tariff! wail, the trust 
has forced up the price so high that none can 
go out. n 

There is but one effective way of defeating 
the sugar trust aud that is by reducing the 
duty on refined sugar toa revenue standard. 
Then, should the home monopoly send up 
he price too high, the foreign sugar would 
be brought in to redress the balance in favor 
of American consumers. Under present ar- 
rangements American consumers are at the 
mercy ofthe sugar trust and will continue at 
ts mercy so long asthe prohibitory duty on 
refined sugars shall stand.

‘‘I have just received $10,000 from the Mu- 
nicipal Council of Philadelphia, and not long 
ago 
— a similar amount, and 
remittance of $10,000 he had made. 
bulk of the money does not come in that way. 
Every mall brings me small amounts. Letters 
containing little and much are constantiy 
coming in. In every State and every county 
where there are Irishinen there are organiza- 
tions that make reguiar remittances.

The 2 fireworks will be 
given at 3:30; artillery drill at4 o’clock, The 
competitive drilis, — 4 companies from 
various Sunday-schools, at 4:30, and 
the drill by the Broom Brigade, 
an organized company of sixty-four young 
ladies, immediately following. At 5o0’clock 
willbe a grand bicycle parade, and itis the 
intention of the managers to admit every 
wheel that comes to the ground free; the only 
condition is that they enter into the grand pa- 
rade at the close of the afternoon.

SETTLERS PASSING INTO THEINDIAN LANDS 
BY TROUSANDS. 


The Sioux Commissioners Assured of Suc- 
cess—The Land in Centroversy the Best 
in Dakota—Character of the Country 
and Its Agricuitural Capabilities—The 
Government and Indian Treaties. 


F course the Okla- 
homa settlers did not 
find nearly as much 
land as they want- 
ed, said Henry 8. 
Uppingham of Dead- 
wood, Dak., who is 
at the Planters’, “‘as 
everyone who knew 
anything about the 
country could have 
told would be the 
case from the outset. 
Thousands of men have been disappointed in 
obtaining claims, and are now provided with 
all the paraphernalia for emigrating to an un- 
occupied portion of the country, with no- 
where to go to. Nearly all these men 
have instinctively turned their attention to 
the Sioux reservation, and many have already 
set out for it. This is not including those 
living near at hand, who are now on the land 
for which the Government is in negotiation. 
Although nearly six hundred miles apart, the 
opening of Oklahoma has practically assured 
the success of gthe Sioux Commission that will 
soon be on its way to Red Cloud Agency. 
A MAGNIFICENT COUNTRY. 

„ Lastyear there was no particular pressure 
brought to bear to compel the commissioners 
to come to some kind of an agreement, but 
the condition of affairs is far different now. 
By the time that the commissioners get to 
work thousands of settlers will be in the res- 
ervation, and it will be impossible to get them 
off. The consequence will be that the lands 


will either be ceded or taken possession of, | 


and that between eight and ten millions of 
acres will be reclaimed from the wild lands of 
the United States. Ihave ridden and driven 
all over that part of the reservation lying to 
the east of and contiguous to the Black 
Hills, and dave taiked with scores of 
men who bave been all over 
it. I therefore feel that I am 
not going too far in saying that a finer section 
of country is notto be found between the 
Missouri River and the Sierras, Some ofthe 
land is hilly, not mountainous, and while ad- 
mirably suited for cattle or sheep, will never 
become valuable for agricultural purposes. 


But fully five-sixths of the land, for the pos- 
session of which negotiations have been in 

rogress, is as fine farming ground as can be 
ound anywhere. The Bad nds intrench a 
little on one corner, but most of the reserva- 
tion is a splendid rolling piairie, 
with an unusual number of water 
courses for the Western country, and easily 
irrigated wherever this is necessary. ‘Tbe 
climate is 1 perfect in summer, and 
while cold in winter is not subject to the fear- 
ful bligzgards that sweep over Northern Da- 
kota, and the mortality among the stock of 
the Indians has never been large. 

CHARACTER OF THE SIOUX LANDS. 

The soll is rich and easily worked, and 
while the grass is plenty it is not so long as to 
give the disastrous prairie 
fires sweep the country 
both north and to the 
south. The reservation, especially the part 
under discussion, isfuilof game, and is as 
beautiful a district as is to be found anywhere 
north of the Platte. We who are living in 
the Black Hills would be giad to exchange 
our farms, acre for acre, for lands in the 
Southern part of the Sioux reservation and 
give up all the improvements we have made.

WILL NOT BE INTERRUPTED BY A CHANGE 
OF OFFICERS. 


The New District Attorney Anneunces That 
He Will Not Present His Commission at 
This Time — Sergeant-at-Arms Niebert 
Still Missing —Sent to Jail for Four 
Months for False Registration. 


EVERAL lawyers were 
attracted to the United 
States District Court this 
morning to see the Gov- 
ernment swap horses in 
mid-stream. Mr. Geo, 
D. Reynolds, who has 
just been appointed to 
succeed Mr. Bashaw, 
ealled at the Federal 
building yesterday and 
readiness to take 
Before he left 
it was agreed that he would present 
his commission to Judge Thayer this 
morning. The news ofthe proposed change 
caused some surprise in the Grand-juryroom, 
where the most important criminal investiga- 
tion inaugurated in the Federal Courts in the 
past ten years is now in progress. 

This morning Mr. Reynolds called at the 
District Court but announced that he would 
defer taking charge of the office until the 
Grand-jury disposes of at least the firet chap- 
ter of the election fraud. District Attorney 
Bashaw did not deem it proper to suggest that 
the succession be postponed. When asked con- 
cerning this he said: ‘‘There is now under way 
a very important investigation. I could not 
suggest that the present officials nold over 
until this business is disposed of, because if 
every case now in hand is given close inves- 
tigation the office will have enough business 


for the next four years. My successor has 
been appointed and as soon as he comes for- 
ward to take charge of the office I will sur- 
render.’’ 

Mr. Reynolds said he was in court to-day to 
get the run of the business, but would not take 
hold for a few days. 

The Grand-jury had 2 batch of 
witnesses before it to-day. The 
field of investigating is broadening out. 
It is now apparent that some of the men who 
obtained papers in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection last October were not innocent of any 
offense. In one case a foreigner who was in- 
vited to get his minor papers stated tbat he 
was over 25 years of age when he came to this 
country, and showed his familiarity with the 
requirements of the law, which he was easily 
persuaded to violate by a politician who said 
he would fix it. In another case the witness 
admitted that he had taken out his first papers 
in April and was granted minor’s papers the 
following October. The first papers were proof 
of his disqualification for the minor’s papers, 
but under the law he could not vote on the 
first papers at the November election. 

The jury met at 10 o’clock this morning and 
took up for consideration several cases in 
which the politiclans took part, securing 
minor papers for persons not entitled to them.

It Occurred While He Was Giving an Exhibi- 
tion at the Lamb Club. 


Further particulars of the death of Washing- 
ton Irving Bishov, the noted ‘‘thought-read- 
er, which was first announced in the Post- 
Dreraron last evening, show that he died 
while in one of the fits that usually attended 
the performance of any of his great feats.

THE CZAR AND HERON. 


TWO CRACKS WHOSE RACING CAREER 
ENDED YESTERDAY. 


Death of the St. Louis Pacer Bonesetter—Re- 
sults of Yesterday’s Ball Games in the 
League and Association—Racing at Lou- 
isville—Sporting News of Ali Kinds. 


WO of the best entries 
in the St. Louis Derby 
were declared out by 
fate yesterday. One was 
the Ozar, the phenom- 
fenal California 3-year- 
old, who was beirg 
brought to this city for 
the spring meeting 
with the restof Theo. 

Winter’s string 
reached Council Bluffs, 
Jo., yesterday and from that place 
comes the information that the 
Czar succumbed to pneumonia. This is a 
great loss to Winters and he has the sympathy 
ofall horsemen in his misfortune. The Czar 
was valued at $25,000. He was a full brother 
to the Emperor of Norfolk and was fully as 
great a horse, as he demonstrated in the Call- 
fornia Derby, which he won from a good field 
in the fastest time ever made in 
that event — 2:36. He was entered 
herein the Derby and also in the Charlies 
Green stakes and would undoubtedly have 
proven a great attraction to the meeting. 

The other accident referred to was that 
which befell the great colt Heron. Heron was 
en route to Louisville from Nashville and when 
the train on which he was being shipped 
reached Gallatin, Tenn., last night, he broke 
loose in the car and kicked himself so often 
and severely that his hip was hurt, his back 
wrenched and his pasternsruined. The colt 
was the property of Jim Guest, the former 
owner of Terra Cotta. Just before leaving 
Nashville Guest was offered $12,500 for his 


horse and refused it. Heron was by Harry 
O Fallon, dam Virginia B. He was entered 
bere in the Derby, Charles Green stakes and 
Directors’ stakes.

Death ef a St. Louis Horse. 


The pacer Bonesetter, who dropped dead on 
an Eastern track a few days ago, is an old St. 
Louis horse. His father, the original Bone- 
setter, was owned in Kentucky by the Ingalls 
family, and was very fast. He dropped dead 
of heart disease on a Chicago track. The 


colt had in the meantime been taken 
to Illinois by a member of the Ingalis family. 
Kentucky was searched for a Bonesetter by 
the owners ot the horse which died at Chicago, 
but witbout success. The last of the breed 
was the colt which had been taken to Illinois. 
He was afterward sold to Larry Kavanaugh of 
this city, him to Capt. 
Parker bere. Pohlman, now 
Sheriff of paid Parker the 
equivalent of $300 for the horse and won all 
trotting matinees with him. Then he dis- 
posed of him to Dr. Kier, receiving for bim in 
trade agray horse and $450. Dr. Kier drove 
him in bis business for. several months 
and last summer sold him to 
Capt. Coose Meyers Baltimore 
for $750. Capt. Meyers was out at Forest 
Park with Mr. Louis Spelibrink, the livery 
man, with whom he was negotiating for 
the purchase of a horse. While there Dr. 
Kier entered the park driving Bonesetter. 
There ig the only horse in St. Louis which 
can beat mine, remarzed Mr. Spellbrink. 
Then Capt. Meyers asked him tocall Dr. 
Kier. He did so and, after being introduced, 
Meyers’ asked the physician his price 
horse. Dr. Kier said he would 
him for 750. Capt. Meyers 
took him up and paid the money over imme- 
diately. Dr. Kier always regretted selling the 
horse, The animal died of heart dis- 
ease, ‘which Mr. Pohiman believes he inher- 
ited from his father. He had gone a balf mile 
here in 1:044, and is said to have paced a half 
in the phenomena time of 58% since he left 
here. He was the fastest pacer or trotter 
owned here for years.
